I 
lived in or'near the year 1600. At. that time we 
were giving to ancient authors the deepest and 


most thorough . research ; and of two things, the 


mystics of my time had become absolutely sat- 


jefled. First, that all religions were of an astro- 


theological character; and second, that, between 
B. C. 40 and. A. D. 325, the theu existing religions 
underwent changes. As the Mahomedans declare 
there is but one God and Mahomet. was his pro- 
phet, 80 I declare there was but one central intel-, 
1 


ligenee and Spiritualism is its prophet. I under- 


stood what you call Modern Spiritualism when on 
earth, and with that great mystic, Jacob Boehme, 
and many others, madé use of it, We were striv- 
ing for some cosmopolitan religion, in . which all 
systems should be tried upon their merits, and 
what was good in them retained, and what was 
bad cast away. But thé foolish Christians of that 


time, both Protestant and Catholic, employed all 


means of isolation, and would not unite upon.any 
basis whatever.
